AS OUTLINE OF ITS PROVISIONS. 


A d JO arh m en t o f th e Seaaion Soon to 
C om e—An I n te r e a tln s R e«am e o f 
th e P r in c ip a l W o rk o f th e 
S e n a te a n d H ouse. 


Washington, June 4.—By an over­ 
whelming majority of 273 to 1 (Mann, 
111.) the house 
Saturday afternoon 
adopted a bill extending the provisions 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, which 
is far-reaching in its effect. A synopsis 
of the new measure is as follows: 


It provides th a t every contract combina­ 
tion in the form of tru sts or otherwise or 
conspiracy In the restraint of trade or com­ 
m erce Is illegal. Every person who makes 
such contracts or engag:es in combinations 
or conspiracies in restrain t of trade 
is 
deemed guilty of a crim e punishable by a 
fine of not less than $500 and not exceeding 
$5,000, and by im prisonm ent of not less than 
aix m onths nor exceeding two years. 


Corporations, associations, Joint stock 
companies, or partnerships, when organ­ 
ized for the purpose of controlling or mo­ 
nopolizing the m anufacture of any a rti­ 
cle of commerce, or for increasing or de­ 
creasing the price of such articles, or for 
preventing competition in the m anufac­ 
ture, production, or sale thereof, are il­ 
legal and may be lyoceeded against by any 
person and perpetually enjoined or re­ 
strained from carrying on Interstate or 
foreign commerce In the states or terri­ 
tories. If these corporations are adjudged 
illegal, their officers and members are for­ 
bidden the use of the m ails In the aid or 
furtherance of their business. 


The bill further pPovldes th at no article 
of commerce produced or m anufactured 
by any corporation organized in restraint 
of trade shall be transported or carried out 
of the state or territory In which It is pro­ 
duced or m anufactured. 


All articles of commerce shipped in viola­ 
tion of the provisions of this act shall be 
forfeited to the United States, and may be 
seized by United States m arshals or deputy 
m arshals and condemned. 


Any railroad company transporting the 
property of the trusts is subjected to the 
Bame penalties as the officers of the trust. 


An am endm ent to this bill proposed by 
the dem ocrats provided th a t nothing In the 
act should be construed to apply to trades 
unions or labor organizations. R epresenta­ 
tive Ray, of New York, who has charge of 
the bill, made a point of order against the 
am endm ent, but he w as overruled by 
Speaker Hgnderson. The amendment was 
adopted, and as each republican recorded 
his vote in favor of it he was greeted with 
opplause from the dem ocratic side. 


After an extended debate the senate 
passed the bill providing for the extra­ 
dition of persons who have committed 
certain crimes in Cuba from the United 
States to the island. As amended the 
bill providV.s that the alleged criminal 
shall be punished under the laws of 
Cuba as administered bj’ Cuban courts.

A IIVSY SESSION. 


A B rie f S u m m ary o f th e Im fio rta n t 
L eiriN latlon E n a c te d . 


W ashington, June I.—The record of the 
first se.sslon of the Fifty-sixth congress is 
now practically closed, and it is possible to 
Eurvcy the im portant work it has accom­ 
plished during the last .six months. It has 
been a busy congress—th - busiest, accord­ 
ing to veti-ran otticials, In many years. In 
i5ome res’)ects the work h;ts been less ex­ 
citing than that of tlu> pretiedlng congress, 
W'hich covered the dram atic period when 
w ar was declared against Spain, and also 
the period of reconstruction and treaty- 
m aking with Spain following the successful 
close of the war. But in work actually ac­ 
complished and started toward accom­ 
plishm ent the record of the present session 
stands well in comparison with the most 
energetic congresses. 


Our new territorial possessions have re­ 
ceived much attention, and while there has 
been no definite action as to the Philippines 
or Cuba, a form of governm ent and a means 
of raising revenue has been provided for' 
Porto Rico, and a comprehensive territorial 
form of government has been given to H a- 
w'ali. The linanclal act has made Im portant 
changes In the laws relating to the parity 
of metals, the bonded Indebtedness, na­ 
tional banks and the security of the treas­ 
ury by a gold reserve. The N icaraguan 
canal bill 1ms pa.ssed the house and Is on 
the calendar of the senate ready for a t­ 
tention v/ben congress reconvenes. 
The 
an ti-tru st bill Is sim ilarly advanced, The 
an ti-tru st constitutional amendment has a 
defeat recorded against It. 
The Pacific 
cable m easure has passed the senate and is 
aw aiting final action in the house. 


L c irU la tlo n P a r tly A d v an ced . 


The N icaraguan canal bill and the ship­ 
ping sub.sidy bill are notable instances 
of legislation partly advanced during the 
present session, but not enacted Into law. 
The canal bill has pasised the house and 
has been made the special order In the 
senate beginning December 10 next. The 
shipping bill Is on the calendar of each 
house with 
favorable 
renommendatlon 
from a m ajority membership of the sen­ 
ate and house committees. 


A nti-trust legislation has come promi­ 
nently Into attention in the house at the 
close of the session, the house having 
passed a new an ti-tru st bill and defeated 
a constitutional amendment. 


The senate has passed a bill for a cable 
to the l^hilippines and beyond, to be con- 
.siructed and m aintained under govern- 
m tiit control, but no action has 
been 
taken un it in the house. 


The restriction of oleomarg<'irIne 
ha.s 
been productive of considerable agita- 
tiun, mainly In committees, and a radi­ 
cal restrictive bill has been reported to 
the house.

The exclusion of Brigham II. Roberts 
from a seat in the house because of his 
polygamous status, the refusal of 
the 
tionate to adm it Mr. Quay on the ap­ 
pointm ent of the governor of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and the sensational charges. In­ 
vestigation and developments in the sen­ 
ate in the case of Mr. Clark, of Mon­ 
tana, have added some exciting personal 
phases to the session. Investigations have 
been prolific, including the Inquiry into 
the Coeur d’Alene m ining riots In Idaho, 
the various Inquiries on polygamy grow­ 
ing out of the Roberts case, and more re­ 
cently the senate investigation of the 
postal and other Irregularities in Cuba. 


A piiroprlM tlona. 


The total of appropriations cannot yet 
be stated with exactness, as live bills 
are pending, 
but it is approximately 
1700,000,000 for the session.

Of thé legislation actually accomplished 
and now on the statu te books, thé fliian* 
cial act la regarded as the chief achieve­ 
m ent of the year. 
The notew orthy fea- 
ti;re of the debate on this ¡neasure iQ 
thé hóUsé was fè a t party 
lines 
werô 
broken to some extent, a num ber of 
demo<;ratic members from the eastern 
and New England states joining 
the 
m ajority in passing it. In thS senate alSO 
party lines wei'e hot entirely regarded, 
Senators Lindsey and Caffrey voting for 
the m easure and Senator Chandler against 
It. As It became a law by the president’s 
signature, on M arch 14, it makes specific 
the declaration of the gold standard, pro­ 
vides a tçGiisury reserve of $150,000,000, es- 
tftbllshes a division of Issue and redemp­ 
tion of the treasury, provides for the re­ 
demption and reissue of interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States, and makes 
new regulations as to national banks, 
their circulation, establishm ent In small 
communities and the tax they pay. 
The 
c\ct also contains a specific declaration 
that Its provisions “are not Intended to 
preclude the accom plishm ent of interna­ 
tional bim etallism .” 


P o rto R ic a n R e v e n u es. 


Porto Rico legislation has been the most 
fruitful them e of controversy In and out 
of congress during the session. The dis­ 
cussion first turned on the revenue bill, 
levying a duty of 15 per cent, of the Dlng- 
ley rates on Porto Rico goods. The m a­ 
jority of the ways and means committee 
urged the constitutionality and necessity 
of this course, while the minority, reen­ 
forced by Mr. McCall, of M assachusetts, a 
member of the m ajority, m aintained th at 
the constitution of the United States ex­ 
tended to Porto Rico, and that congress 
v/as Inaugurating a new' and dangerous pre­ 
cedent by giving the island any other law 
than th at of the rest of the country. E x­ 
citement ran high under the spur of wide­ 
spread public attention. The debate in the 
house w'as signalized by the division of the 
m ajority, w’hich for a time made the re­ 
sult doubtful, but the bill ultim ately passed. 
The contest in the senate was anim ated but 
less acute, the senate changing the entire 
scope of the m easure by adding a complete 
form of civil government. In this form, 
raising revenue and establishing an Island 
government, the m easure became a law. 
Subsequently It was amended so as to limit 
corporate franchises, and on the presi­ 
dent’s recommendation an act was passed 
appropriating for the use of Porto Rico the 
$2,095,455 collected from Island sources since 
Its acquisition. 


O ur Nc«v P o ssessio n « . 


Next In Importance In the accomplished 
work of the session Is the act “to provide 
a governm ent for the territory of Haw’all." 
The debates on It In the senate and house 
aroused little division save on m atters ol 
detail. The act provides a system of gov­ 
ernm ent much like th at of territories, with 
a governor appointed by the president, a 
legislature of two houses, franchise rights 
practically the sam e as those of voters ol 
the United States, with 
the 
additional 
qualification th at a voter shall “be able to 
speak, read and w rite the English or the 
H aw aiian language.” Adm inistrative and 
judicial officers are provided, and the Island 
Is given a delegate to the house of repre­ 
sentatives of the United States, chosen by 
the people, with a right to debate In the 
house, but not a right to vote. 


The Philippines and Cuba have occupied 
much attention In the way of debate and 
the adoption of resolutions of Inquiry. The 
Spooner bill, providing th at when all Insur­ 
rection against the authority of the United 
States shall be a t an end then all m ilitary, 
civil and Judicial powers shall, unless oth­ 
erwise provided by congress, be carried on 
under the direction of the president, formed 
the basis of the senatorial debate on the 
Philippines, but was fruitless of action. 
The only legislation as to Cuba Is of a com­ 
paratively minor character, relating to 
Cuban shipping. 


P e n sio n s. 


The general pension laws have been 
m aterially changed by the present con­ 
gress, largely as a result of the efforts 
of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, 
w’hlch secured t|ie passage of 
a 
bill 
amending the law of June 27, 1890, so 
as to perm it the “aggregating” of dlea- 
bllltles, and changing the provision 
ah 
to w'ldows so th at a widow may receive 
pension when she Is “without means of 
support other than her daily labor, and 
has an actual net Income not exceeding 
$250,” etc. “ F re e Homes** Act. 


The "free homos” act has at last be 
come law. 
It provides for the patenting 
of hom esteads on the public lands ac­ 
quired from the Indians on the payment 
of the usual fee« and no other or further 
charges. 
This opens to free homesteati 
entry many millions of acres of i^ublic 
lands In the west, heretofore sold at 
stated figures per acre. ■ 


Another m easure passed of some gen­ 
eral Interest perm its the secretary of 
agriculture to restore game birds which 
are 
becoming 
extinct, 
and 
provides 
m eans for the restriction of traffic 
In 
dead animals, birds, etc., from state to 
state, the latter provision being In part 
designed to limit the destruction of song 
birds for the sale of their plumage. 


O th e r L e v U ln tlo n . 


Among other miscellaneous acts of the 
session are those for the preservation ol 
the historic frigate Constitution and foi 
extending the work of the tw elfth census. 
Considerable general legislation Is carried 
on appropriation bills. These provisions In­ 
clude the am endm ent to the m ilitary acad­ 
emy bill m aking the commanding general 
of the arm y a lieutenant general, and the 
adjutant general of the arm y a m ajor gen­ 
eral; also the am endm ent to the sundry 
civil bill appropriating 15,000,000 for the St. 
Louis exposition. Botto of these bills are 
still pending. The naval appropriation bill 
adds two battleships, three armored cruis­ 
ers, three protected cruisers and five sub­ 
m arine boats to the naval strength, and 
may Include special legislation as to armoi 
plate and a governm ent plant. The othei 
appropriation bills In the main carry the 
usual governm ent supplies. 
The Alaska 
code bill, giving a complete civil system 
of laws to the territory, has passed both 
houses, and undoubtedly will become a 
law. 


Other m easures which have passed one 
house or the other, but are still pending, 
including those for the election of senators 
by the people; authorizing the president tc 
ai)polnt a commission to study commercial 
conditions in China and Japan; for Increas­ 
ing the tfllelency of the army by making 
service In the staff corps tem porary; ex­ 
tending the eight-hour law; increasing the 
annual allowance to the militia of the 
country from $400,000 to $l,000,0tj0. 


Lomn 1m V ery H eavy. 


Houghton, Mich., June 4.—The teni- 
perature in the burning shaft of the 
Calumet and Ileckla mine 
indicates 
that the fire, if not decreasing, is cer­ 
tainly not gaining. 
The mine is at 
present sending about 3,000 tons o< 
rock daily to the stam p mills, instead 
of G,€00, and accordingly is losing 
about $100,000 a week.

THE 
ORDINANCE 
OF 
1787. 


Subject of 
the 
Papers 


Contested tor Cold Prizes 


Offered. 


W hich 


Last fall after consulting with Coun­ 
ty School CommiBslonep C. D. Je n ­ 
nings, George F. Sonner of this clr.y 
decided to offer gold prizes to the 
school pupils in the county who would 
write the best papers on the “Ordi­ 
nance of ’87.” T he first prize was 
recently won by G rant Strome of Ben­ 
ton Harbor who attended the school In 
district No. 13, Sodus township, taught 
by Miss Alice Rlgney. 
The paper Is 
as follow«: 


The four states of New York, V ir­ 
ginia, Massachusetts and Connecticut 
claiming land northwest of the Ohio 
river to the Mississippi, agreed to give 
it to the United States to be disposed 
of for the common good. 


The states believed that congress 
could sell lands In that vast region 
called the Northwest Territory now 
forming the states of Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, 
Wisconsin, 
Michigan 
and 
Eastern Minnesota, 
and 
thus 
get 
money to pay off the war debt of the 
revolution. 


In 1784 an ordinance was brought 
forth by Thomas Jefferson, one of the 
('greatest men of th at period, and in 
1787 a new ordinance was framed upon 
this and passed July 13 of that, year to 
provide for the government of the ter­ 
ritory. 


JetTersjn was the best scholar and 
c>he most accomplished man of his time. 
He was also a brilliant speaker and the 
author of the Declaration of Inde* 
I .ndence. On account of his talents 
he was styled the ^‘Sage of Monticello.” 
Although the ordinance creating the 
Northwest Territory was 
passed by 
congress in 1787 the retention of Mich­ 
igan posts by the British until 1796 
made the latter date the. practical be­ 
ginning of the American territorial 
period. 


This ordinance 
providing for the 
government of the vast territory lying 
between the Ohio river and Lake Su­ 
perior, was framed with such wisdom 
t h i t it has received high praise from 
an eminent modern jurist. 
“ No char­ 
ter has so completely withstood the 
test of time and experience; It had not 
a temporary adaption to a particular 
emergency, but its principles were for 
all time, and worthy of acceptance 
under all circumstances. 
It has been 
the fitting model for all subsequent ter­ 
ritorial government in America. 


The ordinance contained six articles 
which served as the government of the 
territory until it was divided 
into 
emaller territories which afterward be­ 
came “ States.” The ordinance was a 
good example of a good government, it 
provided for the government of the 
territory and in 1787 congress appointed 
Gen. A rthur St. Clair governor. 


The ordinanca was of a very high 
rank as a goveremeiit. The articles 
which it emlK>died are as follows: 


The first article made a provision 
•which gave everybody “ Fi’eedom of 
W orship.” 


It said that no person conducting 
blmself In a peaceable and orderly 
manner should ever be punished or in­ 
terfered with on account of his relig­ 
ious belief or manner of worship. 
If 
all countries would adopt such meas­ 
ures there would be a different state of 
things and more peace and happiness 
in many parts of the world today. 
For 
if people are compelled to worship in a 
way which is against their conscience 
there is always much unhappiness a td 
dissatisfaction. 


The second article contained a pru 
vision which prohibited violation of 
contracts In said territory. 


The third article was a very, and the 
most important one, which embodied 
the clause that you see In nearly all 
schoolhouses—religlon, 
morality and 
knowledge being nejeosary to good 
E 
overnment and the happiness of man- 
ind. 
Schools and means of education 
shall forever be encouraged. 
This is 
the part th at provided for and laid the 
foundation of the school system of this 
state. The main thing in life is an 
education but it is rath er hard to ob­ 
tain one without some superior means. 


So by the provision of this article, 
public schools and educational Institu­ 
tions have been established throughout 
the states formed out of the northwest 
territory. 
It is now everyone’s duty 
(or at least should be) to obtain an edu 


cation th at will qualify him to transact 
any business throughout life. 


IJnder the fourth article the states to 
be erected from the territory were 
bound to remain in the union and they 
were also tfompelled to help to bear the 
expenses thereof. 
It also gave all citi­ 
zens of the United States freedom to 
carry on commerce on all navigable 
waters In the territory. 


The fifth article placed a restriction 
on the territory as to tl^e number of 
states to be erected therefrom. 
It also 
determined the number of Inhabitants 
that each would necessarily have to at­ 
tain In order to enter the union. 


The sixth 
article 
embodied this 
clause: 
N either slavery nor involun­ 
tary servitude, except in punishment 
for crime, should ever be al'owed in

In consequence of 
this ordinance, Ohio, Indiana and Illi­ 
nois were admitted Into the union as 
free states. 


The ordinance was the beginning oi 
the end of 
American 
slavery. 
It 
checked at the banks of the Ohio the 
advance of a svstem, fruitful of count­ 
less evils, social and political; and the 
opponents of the system found In Its 
mandate of firm act of forbidding In 
divine Influence on the mind and a 
prophecy of final victory In their suc­ 
ceeding warfare. 


The importance of th^s ordinance in 
shaping the destinies of the United 
States is beyond estimation 
It can 
scarcely be doubted that if slavery, 
even a small percentage of it, had been 
able to creep into the territory where 
the great free states of the west lay in 
time of the civil war. this country 
would now have been a slave republic. 


Tlius at the very dawn of its political 
existence under the United States this 
va“t region was pledged to education, 
freedom, and equal rights for all.

FIGHTING THE 
PERE MARQUETTE 


Michigan Centrai and G. R. & I, 


Combl-^e 


Grand Rapids Press: 
The interests 
of tbe Michigan Central and the Grand 
Rapids & Indiana are being pooled as 
far as concerns traffic between North­ 
ern Michigan and W estern 
points. 
The deal is not entirely completed 
since the last papers are not signed, 
but it is announced that there is no 
possibility of its not going through. It 
means more to Michigan and to Grand 
Kapids especially than anything that 
has taken place in railroad circles In 
some time. 
The agreement is a traffic 
combine entirely afl'ecting both passen­ 
ger and freight business 
The first stroke which is the result 
of the new relations is the termination 
of the Chicago traffic arrangements 
between the Grand Trunk and the G. 
R. & I., by the officials of the latter 
road. Grand Rapids & Indiana trains 
will no longer run into Chicago over 
Grand Trunk tracks after June 17. 
Tne Vicksburg route is to be discon­ 
tinued and the five daily trains on it 
cut off' the schedule. 
Instead the G. 
R. Si I. will run cars through from 
Grand Rapids to Chicago over its own 
tracks and those of the Michigan Cen­ 
tral. 
The route will be via Kalamazoo 
and will be operated by the G. R. & I. 
and the Michigan Central jointly. 
It 
will be pushed by the two roads. 


The primary object of this move is 
to fight the Pere Marquette. 
By the 
new arrangement of the Chicago ser­ 
vice, the G. R. & I. and the Michigan 
Central will grive a five hour run be­ 
tween Chicago and this city. Trains 
will leave Grand Raolds at about 12:30 
p. m. daily, and will make Chicago at 
5:30 in the afternoon, bettering the 
present service of the G R. & I. over 
the Grand Trunk by about two hours 
and thirty minutes and at least equal­ 
ling the service of the Pere Marquette. 
The equipment will be made perfect 
and every effort made to beat the new­ 
ly consolidated roads out on their Chi- 
cago-New Buffalo service. 


The Pere Marquette is now using the 
Michigan Central tracks from New 
Buffalo In order to get into Chicago 
and has always enjoyed that privilege 
and held it as a proof of the good will 
existing between the Central and It­ 
self. 
It Is believed that the breach be­ 
tween the Pere Marquette and the 
Michigan Central interests is widening, 
as the newly organized road develops 
its policy in the handling of its freight. 
It is stated that not nearly the amount 
of business is being given the Central 
by the Pere Marquette which was 
turned over to it before the three roads 
were united.

London, June 4.—There is no direcf 
news from Pretoria of a later date 
than Thursdaj' evening. Gen. French’s 
cavalry were then at Irene, eight miles 
south of Pretoria, and firing was heard 
there. 
Lord Roberts’ messages about 
secondary operations elsewhere 
and 
the situation at Johannesburg, dated 
at Orange Grove, a farm four miles 
northeast of Johannesburg, show th at 
on Saturday at 9:10 p. m. he w'as 2f» 
miles from Kretoria. The correspond­ 
ents with Lord Roberts have not got 
through a line about the operations a ft­ 
er the occupation of Johannesburg. Of­ 
ficial 
messages continue 
to come 
through, but press telegrams are held 
up, probably to avoid their giving even 
a hint as to w'hat maj' be the pending 
operations. From the other side there 
filters through Lourcnzo Marques 
a 
massof statements,some contradictory, 
others obviously improbable, but all 
purporting to be facts. 


Sltiintlon nt P retoria. 


Passengers arriving- 
at 
Lourenzo 
Marques Saturday direct from Pretorin 
say that the capital was preparing to 
surrender when tliey left Thursday. 
The forts were dismantled. The Boer 
guard at Komati I’oort searched all 
trains and turned back most of the fu­ 
gitives, among them deserting- foreign­ 
ers who were striving to reach neutral 
soil. 


Immense Boer convoys of provisions 
are between Pretoria and Middleburg. 
Fifteen 
trains 
are 
sent 
daily 
to 
Machadasdoran 
with 
supplies 
for 
Lydenburg. 
Pretoria is pictured by 
the refugees as in a state of indescrib­ 
able confusion and chaos. The popu­ 
lace are dismayed and the British are 
expected hourly. 


Some foreign attaches have arrived 
at Lourenzo Marques to communicate 
with their governments for orders to 
leave, as they consider that organized 
war, on the Transvaal side, is at an end. 
Flying among the Boers are reports 
that the British have been beaten back 
nt Lindley with heavy loss, that the 
main attack on Elandsfontein failed 
and Lord Roberts was forced to retire 
to Klipsriverburg. 


Not Yet Crnnhed. 


A revival of the Bot*r lighting power 
east of Lord Roberts* advance, although 
fruitless, is a symptom that the Boers 
are not yet crushed. In Cen. liundle’s 
attacli on the intrenched lioers seven 
miles east of Senekal. May 29. the Brit­ 
ish did not see a Boor all day. so com- 
jiletely were they screened. The Brit­ 
ish infantry did not g-et within 1,000 
yards of their riflemen. The 1S2 losses 
wired by Lord Roberts were sulVered 
by the grenadiers and Scots guards 
wliile advancing over a level from which 
the grass had been burned. The Brit­ 
ishers in lihaki were a conspicuous ta r­ 
get against the black background. 


Gen. liundle withdrew his whole force 
at sundown to Henekal, having suc­ 
ceeded in drawing the 
Boers 
from 
Lindley. allowing the threatened force 
lo get away safely. The Boers sent to 
the l»ritish for medical helj), saying 
that Comniiindant DeVilliers was se­ 
riously wounded. (Jen. Rundle sent a 
iloctor, with a bottle of champagne 
and his com{)liments, as well us a mes­ 
sage that he would release all the Boer 
prisoners at Senekal.

Cardinal Ledochowski, whose silver 
jubilee as prince of the church was 
recently 
celebrated 
with 
unusual 
heartiness at Rome, is one of the most 
prominent figures in the sacred' col­ 
lege. 
Born at Gorki, in Russian Po­ 
land, on October 29, 1822, he pursued 
his studies in the lyceum of his na­ 
tive province with such splendid re­ 
sults th at the government presented 
him with a gold medal and offered 
him a situation, which he declined, 
preferring an ecclesiastical career in 
the church of Rome. He went to the 
eternal city to complete his studies 
in the Academy of Noble Ecclesiastics, 
where he was admitted as the son of 
a Polish count with a long pedigree, 
and, as usual, with limited 
means. 
He took holy orders in 1845, shortly 
after the death of his father and the 
exile from Poland of 
his 
mother, 
whose ultra-Catholic proclivities had 
given umbrage to the Russian govern­ 
ment. 


The young priest went to visit and 
console his mother in her exile 
at 
Baden, and w’as introduced by an old 
friend of his father to Grand 
Duke 
!Michael, brother of Czar Nicholas I. 
The Russian prince was charmed with 
the intelligence of the Polish priest, 
and offered to recommend him for a 
Catholic bishopric in Poland, but Led­ 
ochowski, like a true Pole, refused to 
receive anything from the Romanolís. 
Clergymen who take their degrees in 
the Academy of Noble Ecclesiastics 
are generally destined to the diplo­ 
matic career of the Vatican, and Led­ 
ochowski was accordingly sent as sc2- 
retary tO' the nuncio of Madrid, and 
afterward as papal legate to Colom­ 
bia and Belgiimi. 
In 1S6G, Pius IX., 
appreciating the firm character dis­ 
played by the Polish prelate In 
his

diplomatic missions, named him arch­ 
bishop of Posen. 


Clouds were* then gathering in Prus­ 
sia, threatening to the papacj-, and 
shortly afterward the pope and Bis- 
nuirck were at daggers drawn. It \yas 
the time of the Kult urkampf, when the 
Iron Chancellor wa.'i tryin;^ his strength 
against tin* papacy, with his usual per­ 
tinacity, but not with his usual suc­ 
cess. The pope had lost his temporal do­ 
minions, and Bismarck could not reach 
him either by sea or land, as he hu­ 
morously complained to Victor Eman- 
nuel. 
The archbishop of Posen fear­ 
lessly upheld the claims of the papacy, 
and would not hear of any compromise, 
whereupon he was requested b^' the 
Prussian govern ijient to give up his see. 
He refused-, with indigimtion, in a let­ 
ter which NVindJiorst, the leader of the 
Catholic [)arty, declared, in the reich.s- 
tag. worthy of being printed in golden 
Iftter.s. But Bismarck, who could not 
reach the [)Ope, had the archbishop in 
his grasp. Ledochowski was arrested, 
di ju ived of his temi)oralities and con­ 
demned to two years’ detention in the 
fortres.H of Ostrov. 


There rose a general outcrj' of repro­ 
bation froni liberals of every persua­ 
sion at the high-handed procedure of 
Prince Bismarck. 
The German Cath­ 
olics were furious at this brutal revival 
of medieval persecution, and the gov­ 
ernment was inclined to adopt more 
lenient measures if the imprisoned 
archbishop would only condescend to 
bend a little. 
But Bismarck was not 
QNvare what a tartar he had caught. 
Ledochowski did not bend, but pro­ 
tested the more energetically, appeal­ 
ing to the king and to the country. 
Pope Pius, admiring the firmness of the 
archbishop, sent a cardinal’s hat to the 
prisoner at Ostrov, 


Bismarch faced the storm as best he 
could, taking care, however, to keep 
the new eminence in durance until he 
had servetl the entire term of his im­ 
prisonment, as if no red hat had been 
sent from the Vatican. He afterward 
expelled the new cardinal from Prussia. 
Ledochowski, says the Chicago Record, 
went to Rome, where he was looked up­ 
on as a martyr, fully deserving of every 
promotion. 
In 
fact, 
he 
rapidly 
ascended all the steps of the hierarch­ 
ical ladder, and is at present prefect of 
the propaganda fidei, an important po­ 
sition, in which he displays exceptional 
tact and ability, both as an adminis­ 
trator and a statesman,

BAPTIST 
MISSIONARY WORK. 


Rev. O. E. Maxfleld Speaks of the 
Proffreas Beinff Made.

He brought out 
the fact that the Baptist church is a 
f kvorite church svith the negro, since 
forty-seven per cent of the strength of 
the Baptist church lies in the colored 
race. 


Mrs. Scott, also colored, in speaking 
thought that too much was expected of 
the negro, calling attention to the fact 
that he has been free only a little over 
thirty years, yet as much is expected 
of him as of the white man who has 
been free hundreds of years. 


Mr. Morris, a colored gentleman, 
made an eloquent plea for 
colored 
schools In the south. 


Rev. Maxfield thought that If the 
work for the colored race were stopped 
now the missionaries might feel amply 
repaid for the work already done, from 
simply having heard these eloquent, 
educated colored people.

IN THE PHILIPPINES.

Vig-an, Luzon-, June 2. via Manila, 
June 4.—Maj. March, with his detach­ 
ment of the Thirty-third 
regiment, 
overtook what is believed to have been 
Ag-uinald'o’s party cn May 19 a t La Gat, 
about 100 miles northeast of Vigan. 
The Americans Ivllled or wounded an 
oificer, supposed' to 
be Ag-uinaldio, 
whose body was removed by his follow­ 
ers. 
Aguinaldb had 
100 men, Maj. 
March 12o. The American commander 
reached Laboagan, where Ag-uinaldo 
had made his headquarters since March 
6. on May 7. Aguir.aldo had fled seven 
hours before, leaving all the beaten 
trails and traveling tiirough the forest 
along tlie beds of .streams. 
Toward 
evening. May 19. Maj. March struck 
Aguinaldo’s oulpo.st about a mile out­ 
side of La Gat. killing' four Filipinos 
and ea))tnring two. From the latter lie 
learned th a t Aguinaldo had camped 
there for the night. 
Althoug-h ex­ 
hausted and half starved, Maj. March’s 
men entered La Gat on the run. They 
saw the insurgents scattering- into the 
bushes or over the plateau. 


A thousand yards beyond the town, 
on the mountain side, the fig’ures of 25 
Filipinos, dre.^sed in white, with their 
leader on a gray horse, were silhouet' 
ltd ag-ainst the sunset. 
The Amer­ 
icans fired a volley and saw the officer 
drop from his horse. 
His followers 
fled, carrying- the body. 
The Ameri­ 
cans. on reaching- the spot, caug-ht the 
horse, which was richly sadd'led. lilood 
from a badly wounded man was on the 
animal and on the ground. The saddle 
bags contained Aguinaldio’s diary and 
some jjrivate papers, including- procla­ 
mations. 
One of these was addressed; 
“To the eiviiized nations.*’ It protest­ 
ed against the American oceupjition of 
the IMiilijjpines. There w'as also found 
copies oi Senator JJeveridge's speech, 
translated into Spanish and 
entitled 
“The death knell of the Filipino peo­ 
ple.” 


The ofliecr shot was either Ag-uinaldo 
or his adjutant, and as tlie horse was 
richly cap ii isonetl it is a fair presum p­ 
tion that it was Agjiinaldo.

Manila, May 30.—Maj. Henry T. Al­ 
len, of the Forty-third infantry, while 
scouting from Catbalogan, island of 
Samar, May 9 drove a party of insur- 
^»■enls from the valleys. 
Four Amer­ 
icans were killed, including Lieut. J o h n 
H. Evans, who was slain while gallant­ 
ly leading a charge against the in- 
trenchments. 
Eleven of the 
enemy 
were killed and four wounded. 
The 
town of Caterraan, island of Samar, 
was attacked a t midtiight April 30 by 
a thousand rebels, 
who 
intrenched 
themselves near the town over night. 
Capt. John Colle, of the Forty-third 
regiment, fought the Philippines for 
six hours and afterw ards buried 150 of 
the enemy. One American was killed 
and one was wounded. 


The hamlet of Pawin, inthe province 
of Laguna, island of Luzon, the head* 
quarters of Gen. Cailles, was surround­ 
ed May 2G by three detachm ents of the 
Forty-second regiment, Thirty-seventh 
regiment and Eleventh cavalry. Only 
a few of the enemy were encountered, 
Cailles having departed the day be­ 
fore. 
Pawin, which was manifestly a 
rebel stronghold, was burned to the 
ground. 


Capt. Xordon’s scouts and two com ­ 
panies of the 
Eighteenth 
regiment, 
while scouting May 
12 
in 
western 
Panay, surprised a number of the en* 
eniy near Vaklerama and killed 3ó oí 
t hem. There were no casualties among 
the Americans, but some of them suf* 
leied from sunstroke. 


The ollicial reports announce scout* 
ing and snuill engagements in Panay 
and Cebu islands and Tayabas, Laguna, 
Zambales, Penguet and Pangasin prov­ 
inces, resulting In 14 of the enemy be« 
ing killed and many wounded. 
The 
Americans also captured 00 rifles, a 
Nordenfeldt gun and supplies of auv 
munition and destroyed a powder fac* 
tory.

Manila. June 4.—The United States 
transport Hauoock, from San Francis­ 
co Ax>ril 17. arrived here .Sunday morn­ 
ing with the members of the Philip­ 
pine commission. 
The members of 
Gen. M acArthur’s staif welcomed the 
commissioners on board the Hancock. 
At noon the commissioners landed and 
drove to the palace, escorted by Gen. 
MacArthur's statT, a band and two com­ 
panies of the Twenty-sixth infantry, 
with artillery. 
At the palace the com­ 
missioners were welcomed by Gen. Mac- 
A rth u r in a short and forceful address. 
After Judge William H .T aft. president 
of the commission, had replied, the 
commissioners returned to th e Han­ 
cock, where they will remain until they 
have selected suitable dwellings on 
land. 


During the morning the members of 
the Filipino supreme court, the local 
editors and many of the leading mer­ 
chants repaired to the transport, where 
they conversed with the commission­ 
ers. Rear Admiral Uemy, in com m and 
of the United States naval forces or. 
the Asiatic station, called ofticially dur­ 
ing the afternoon. To-day Gen. Mac- 
A rthur will return the ca!! of the com- 
missoners. 
The family of Judge Taft 
will remain for awhile in .lapan. The 
families of the other commissioners a r ­ 
rived with them. 


Judge Taft, speaking regarding the 
po’vers and future work of the connnis- 
sion, said: 


“W ehave full Instructions and extensive 
pow'ers 
The latter we shall not exercl"*« 
until we have had ample time to acqu'r* 
suillelent knowledge of the situation to en­ 
able us to proceed to 
enact legislative 
changes and reforms, preliminary to the es 
tabllshm ent of a »table civil government. 
U ntil we assum e authority Gen. M acArthui 
will continue to perform the duties and ex ­ 
ercise the powers formerly performed and 
exercised by Gen. Otis; and, even after we 
take active and full part in the government 
Gen. MacArthur will continue as the exee 
utive head until, on our recommendatloi 
to President McKinley, it shall seem to th* 
president that the time has arrived for th< 
appointment of a civil executive and foi 
making the m ilitary forces m erely auxU 
'«try in carrying on the civil governm ent 
to be available only In cases of em ergency 
for the suppression of law less violence too 
formidable to be overcome by the regular­ 
ly organized police. 


“W e are aware that there are several is­ 
sues of deep interest to the Filipinos, upon 
which It is our duty to take action. Some 
of these Involve judicial investigation and 
decisions upon legal rights. 
Others call 
for the careful exercise of political power 
in order to secure equitable adjustm ents. 
Upon the latter class of issues w e cannot 
now speak. 


"Representing the sovereignty of 
the 
United States in the Philippines, which It 
Is the purpose of our governm ent to main­ 
tain, we are here to do justice to the Fili­ 
pinos and to secure for them the best gov­ 
ernment in our power and such a measure 
of popular control as Is consistent with the 
stability and security of law, order and 
property. 
W e are civil officers, men of 
' peace. The field of our work is necessarily 
, confined to regions where the armed enemy 
has ceased^hls operations. W e cannot deal 


th* JtiatlMi ceneiiM ity and'cl«m-‘ 
t n ty o f th«- United States; w« sh all itv « 
them All a full heartnf upon the policy to 
be pursued and the reform s to loe Ijtitlated.

St. Louis, June 4.—Christine Thiere, 
18 j'cars old, Sunday w'as set upon by 
a crow'd of about 2,000 men simply be­ 
cause she had ridden on a car of the 
St. Louis Transit company. 
She was 
on the Avay to spend the day w ith her 
mother. 
She is a servant. 
The dis­ 
tance w’as too far to walk and get 
back to her employer’s by night. 
She 


took a street car. When she alight«^d 
at N inth street and Geyer avenue at 
five p. m. from a Cherokee car she was 
approached by a young m an who 
called her a “scab.” 
Others joined in 
the chorus. 
There w’as a hissing and 
hooting which grew into a perfect 
storm as the mob closed in about her. 
A young man tore off her jacket and 
another her hat. 
She was struck by 
the fists of men and bruised about the 
face and body. 
A pocket book wiiich 
she carried in her hand wan snatched 
away and the money taken. 


The young woman begged piteously 
for mercy and ^ big fist struck her in 
the mouth. She pleaded th a t she \vasa 
’vorking girl, but this had no effect 
to stem the blows. 
Piece by piece her 
clothing was torn away until she was 
nude. 
She fled from the howling mob 
of men and finally ran to a house on 
the corner. 
She appealed for adm it­ 
tance. but the j)eople were afraid the 
mob woulff tear down the house, and 
refused her admittance. 
She went to 
the place ne.^t door, but no one came. 
She reached an alley and ran down it, 
followed by the hooting men. There 
was a little wi'udow leading into a cel­ 
lar, 
She broke the glass and jumped 
in and cowered in a corner in the d a r k ­ 
ness. 
Finally her 
persecutors 
went 
away. 
Then she called for help and 
received it. finally being taken to her 
employer’s in Dafmar boulevard. 


At litirj South Twelfth street another 
incident of the t*aine kind occurred. 
Stella Proderick got off a car only to 
be assailed and hooted by a mob. Her 
jacket was torn from her by men. She 
ran down an alley and into the home 
of ^t^s. Folke. and the mob surroanded 
the house and began throwing stones 
through the windows.

a big revolver an<i opened fire on the 
mob from her front window and the 
men scattered.
